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Deputy premier 
orders review of 
U of A finances 


Deficit concerns. 

Independent 
consultants will conduct 
‘pilot financial review’

The deputy premier will be 
appointing independent con¬ 
sultants to review finances at 
the University of Alberta. 

In a blog post that went 
up late Tuesday on the U of A 
website, Doug Goss, chair of 
the board of governors, said 
he has been told by Thomas 
Lulcaszuk that the independ¬ 
ent consultants will conduct 
a “pilot financial review pro¬ 
ject.” 

The project will “help iden¬ 
tify any potential gaps in fiscal 
planning for the institution, 
and ensure the long-term fi¬ 
nancial sustainability,” the 
blog said. 

News of the financial re¬ 
view comes after the Ministry 
of Enterprise and Advanced 
Education responded to the U 
of A’s Comprehensive Institu¬ 
tional Plan (CIP) and proposed 
budget plan late Friday. 

Goss wrote that overall, 
the government accepts the U 
of A’s CIP and “recognizes the 
value of our long-term aspira- 



tional goals.” 

Lulcaszuk said this week 
that the U of A took “a veiy 
different approach” to its 
budget. 

“They have submitted a 
three-year financial plan, all 
three years including defi¬ 
cits, and I have indicated to 
them that I will be working 
with them through the num¬ 
bers and I have actually asked 
them for clarification,” Lulcas- 
zulc said. 

Goss said in the blog post 
that while the U of A’s plans to 
cany a deficit of $44,691,000 
for the 2013-14 fiscal year 
have been approved, Lulcas- 
zulc expressed “concern with 
the proposed three-year plan.” 

He said the school was not 
given a definitive deadline

for when the university must 
reach a balanced budget. 

Goss was unavailable for 
comment on Tuesday evening. 
A spokesperson said he would 
speak to media on Wednesday. 

In the blog post, Goss said 
“many people across the in¬ 
stitution have been working 
hard to address the fiscal situ¬ 
ation.” 

On Sunday, the school’s 
dean of arts said 20 programs 
could be suspended and 
warned of additional cuts in 
the coming months and years. 

Near the end of July, the 
acting provost asked the Asso¬ 
ciation of Academic Staff Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta to reopen its 
2013-15 compensation agree¬ 
ment to negotiate wage reduc¬ 
tions. 

AASUA declined the re¬ 
quest, which the university 
had said was the “best option 
for achieving major reduc¬ 
tions” and necessary “to avoid 
large-scale job losses.”

Science cuts 
loom: Dean 


The faculty of science at the 
University of Alberta is raising 
its entrance requirement in an 
effort to reduce enrolment by 
approximately 600 students 
over two years, according to 
the faculty’s dean. 

Jonathan Schaeffer said 
because the decision to reduce 
enrolment to 6,100 students 
from 6,700 was made in 
October and “doesn’t even take 
into account any of the budget 
cuts” handed down in March, 
more cuts will come. 

“Lowering the enrolment 
does not solve our budget prob¬ 
lems.... There are other things 
we will have to do, perhaps 
even more significant and 
dramatic than just reducing 
enrolment,” he said Tuesday. 

While Schaeffer would 
not speculate on future cuts, 
he said the faculty is already 
offering fewer courses and he 
suspects staff are concerned 
about their jobs. “I have no 
words of comfort to give them 
right now.... Eveiything is on 
the table,” he said. 

Schaeffer said the faculty 
increased its admission average 
to 80 per cent from 76 per 
cent and accepted 300 fewer 
students for this fall. The ad¬ 
mission average will be raised 
again in an attempt to bring 
enrolment to 6,100 students 
from 6,400 for September 
2014. 

Meanwhile, an open letter 
concerning budget cuts that 
is addressed to the school’s 
acting provost and signed by 
all seven of the science fac¬ 
ulty’s department chairs was 
released Tuesday. 

The letter states that 
further cuts “will devastate 
our graduate and undergradu¬ 
ate teaching programs, and 
dramatically reduce our ability 
to meet our research goals.”

Barriers, netting and direct 
phone fines are all under con¬ 
sideration to help prevent 
suicides from the High Level 
Bridge. 

Councillors have asked city 
administration to study all op¬ 
tions for suicide prevention on 
the bridge and bring back de¬ 
tailed cost breakdowns, as well 
as information on effective¬ 
ness, before this year’s budget. 


Edmonton Police Service 
Const. Chris Hunter has been 
researching the issue hoping 
to help not only the people 
who commit suicide from the 
High Level Bridge, but also the 
people who come across the 
victims. 

Hunter’s research was 
separate from the city move, 
and he was motivated after a 
bystander with no means of 
contacting police came across 
a suicidal man. 

“The guy stepped up and 
started talking to him. He 
didn’t know what to say and 
the guy wasn’t really talking 
back to him,” he said. “He was 
really upset; he didn’t know 
what to do. He didn’t have the 
training and he felt completely 
lost.”

Hunter believes direct 
phone fines from the bridge to 
911 would address that prob¬ 
lem for bystanders and those 
contemplating jumping. 

Nancy McCalder, execu¬ 
tive director of the Support 
Network, also wants a direct 
phone fine, but she wants it 


routed to the network’s 24- 
hour distress fine. 

“Many are afraid to call 911 
because they still believe they 
will be arrested and locked up 
in a padded cell,” she said. 

McCalder said regardless of 
the outcome, the discussion is 
important. 

“The most important thing 
they are doing is talking about 
it. We don’t talk enough about 
suicide and suicide preven¬ 
tion.” 

Hunter said he understands 
McCalder’s concern, but he fa¬ 
vours the calls from the bridge 
routing directly to 911. 

“It is going to give the best 
opportunity to get trained pro¬ 
fessionals to the person that is 
actually in crisis in the fastest 
possible way.”

Premier Alison Redford 
said earlier this week that 
provincial estimates show 
“well over” $5 billion will be 
needed to rebuild infrastruc¬ 
ture, but she wasn’t clear 
what that includes. 

She stressed the cost fig¬ 
ure is evolving, because it’s 
“still early days.” 

“As we look back, we can’t 


lose sight of those who are 
still dealing with this disaster 
every day,” Redford said in a 
statement marking the pass¬ 
ing of two months Tuesday. 

She has warned this week 
that tough times are ahead as 
the province tries to fit such a 
large cost into its budget. 

But she also noted that the 
province has saved money in 


other areas so far this year 
and there is about $2 billion 
to $3 billion in its savings 
account that can be used to 
cover flood costs. 

She has pledged that infra¬ 
structure commitments in 
the province’s spring budget 
will still be met by borrowing 
to pay for all the building.

Diplomats' strike 


Delays loom 
for foreign 
students 

University of Alberta 
international students 
may have trouble getting 
to class on time this fall 
because of an ongoing 
labour dispute involving 
Canada’s diplomats. 

The Professional Asso¬ 
ciation of Foreign Service 
Officers has held rotating 
job actions at embassies 
and consulates around the 
world, resulting in delays 
to the visas that inter¬ 
national students need to 
study at the university. 

“We have noticed an 
increase in student con¬ 
cerns regarding student 
permits and processing 
times,” said Cen Huang, 
the school’s executive 
director of international 
relations and recruitment. 

Huang said the school 
has heard from many 
students and is starting 
to work on contingency 
plans to help late arrivals. 

“We are looking at 
options,” she said. “We 
have quite a number of 
programs that can take 
students in Januaiy.” 

She said she’s also 
concerned about the 
impact the changes might 
have on enrolment and 
Canada’s reputation. 

“That may have some 
negative impact on the 
image of Canadian visas. 
Because of the delay they 
may choose other univer¬ 
sities in other countries.” 

Both sides were consid¬ 
ering binding arbitration to 
settle the long-running dis¬ 
pute, but that process broke 
down last month after 
Foreign Service workers 
refused to agree to several 
conditions the government

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Edmonton’s recycling depots a real dump 


Rubbish. Hefty fine 
awaits those dumping 
illegally in the city

Sinks, mattresses and even 
animal carcasses are among 
the waste left at the city’s re¬ 


cycling depots every day, with 
Waste Management Services 
reminding residents on Tues¬ 
day that doing so is illegal and 
will not go without penalty. 

“We’re seeing this hap¬ 
pen with great frequency and 
it needs to stop,” said Chris 
Fowler, general supervisor 
of waste drop-off services. “It 
puts residents at risk because 
we’re seeing household haz¬ 
ardous waste dropped off as 


well.” 

More than 266 tonnes of 
illegally dumped material has 
been dropped at the city’s 20 
recycling depots this year 
alone, and it’s causing strain 
on depot landowners since 
many of them are not on city- 
owned property. 

“It would be fair of them to 
say, ‘I don’t want these depots 
on my land anymore,”’ Fowler 
said. 


The fine for illegally dump¬ 
ing the non-recyclable waste is 
$250, something Grant Blaine, 
supervisor of the community 
standards peace officers, says 
will be heavily enforced.

In July the Edmonton 
Police Service received 
nearly 800 calls from cit¬ 
izens reporting suspected 
impaired drivers, includ¬ 
ing one incident in which 
a driver was allegedly re¬ 
sponsible for four hit-and- 
run collisions involving 11 
vehicles. 

In a release issued Tues¬ 
day, police said that on 
July 26 at about 6:30 p.m., 
several citizens called 
to report that a Chevy 
Avalanche was swerving 
erratically. 

The driver was allegedly 
responsible for the four 


collisions involving 11 
vehicles starting at 118 
Avenue and 78 Street and 
ending at 106 Avenue and 
Wayne Gretzky. 

The driver and the 
vehicle were eventually 
stopped at Capilano Mall 
and an off-duty RCMP of¬ 
ficer held him until police 
arrived. 

The driver, in his 50s, 
was charged with criminal 
hit-and-run, dangerous 
driving and impaired driv¬ 
ing. 

The latest Curb the 
Danger statistics show 
that from July 1 to 31, EPS 
received 796 calls from 
citizens reporting suspect¬ 
ed impaired drivers.

Redevelopment. Aviation 
Museum’s expansion 
plans stopped for now 


The Alberta Aviation Mu¬ 
seum’s expansion plans have 
been grounded and the mu¬ 
seum will have to look at re¬ 
moving many of its planes. 

The museum had hoped 
to expand into a neighbour¬ 
ing hangar from the historic 
Hangar 14 where it now res¬ 
ides, but the city has decided 
upon redevelopment. 

“It creates some challen¬ 
ges, but it’s what we have to 
work with. The site itself is 
far too important for us to 
consider not staying,” said 
Tom Hinderlcs, the museum’s 
executive director. 

Hinderlcs said 14 planes 
will have to be removed from 
the site for sure and the mu¬ 
seum’s 737 may also have to 

go- 

The museum is also con¬ 
sidering how to move its 
restoration program, which 
Hinderlcs said it can’t afford 
to lose. 

Coun. Tony Caterina said 
he is disappointed the mu¬ 
seum and the city will bear 



more costs because the ex¬ 
pansion can’t go ahead. 

“We have a perfectly good 
hangar. We still have no idea 
if anybody is even interested 
in building anything at the 
airport,” he said.

Toronto police Const. James 
Forcillo was granted bail Tues¬ 
day afternoon, without spend¬ 
ing a night in jail. 

Forcillo turned himself 
in that morning and walked 
out of Superior Court in the 
afternoon, as his lawyer Peter 
Brauti and Mike McCormack, 
president of the Toronto Po¬ 
lice Association, led him past 
media. 

Brauti told reporters it is un¬ 
usual for bail to be set so quick¬ 
ly in a murder case, but the case 
itself is unusual. 

“This is a case where Mr. For¬ 


cillo didn’t ask to be at the foot 
of that streetcar. He was on- 
duty and had a legal obligation 
to be there. We’ll have a trial 
about whether his decisions 
were right,” said Brauti. 

Brauti said he’s yet to re¬ 
ceive full disclosure from the 
Crown about the evidence, but 
what he has received shows the 
case is different than what’s 
been in the media. He would 
not elaborate. 

According to Brauti, the con¬ 
ditions of release include four 
sureties who will be respon¬ 
sible for Forcillo until his trial. 
The bond was $510,000 and he 
is to remain within Ontario un¬ 
less he gets special permission. 

Forcillo was charged with 
second-degree murder on Mon¬ 
day. Video appears to show For¬ 
cillo shooting at Sammy Yatim, 
18, three times, at which point 
Yatim fell to the floor, followed 
by a pause and six more shots.

A devastating letter sent to 
the Ontario family of a boy 
with autism does not meet the 
threshold for a hate crime, but 
police are considering other 
charges. 

“Despite the hateful lan¬ 
guage used, the Crown Attor¬ 
ney’s office has advised that the 
content of the letter falls below 
the threshold for a hate crime. 
However, there are other Crim¬ 
inal Code issues that are being 
considered,” Durham regional 
police said in a statement Tues¬ 
day morning. 

On Friday, Brenda Millson, 
the grandmother of 13-year-old 
Maxwell Begley, received a let¬ 
ter in the mail at her Newcastle 
home. The anonymous writer, 
who claims to live in the neigh¬ 
bourhood, complained about 
the noises the boy makes and 
wrote that the boy was a “hin¬ 
drance to eveiyone.” 


“Do the right thing and 
move or euthanize him!!! 
Either way, we are ALL better 
off!!!” The letter closes, “Sin¬ 
cerely, one pissed off mother!” 

Begley was diagnosed with 
autism when he was 20 months 
old. He often stays overnight at 
his grandmother’s home. His 
family has been devastated by 


the letter and is hopeful char¬ 
ges can be laid. 

Police say they are still in 
the early stages of the investi¬ 
gation and are receiving infor¬ 
mation from the public. Police 
said a couple of charges might 
apply but weren’t able to dis¬ 
cuss them at this point.

According to Steven Pen¬ 
ney, a law professor at the 
University of Alberta, the 
Criminal Code defines a 
hate crime as “wilful pro¬ 
motion of hatred towards 
an identifiable group, or 
alternatively the public 
incitement of hatred that 
could conceivably lead to a 
breach of the peace.” 

He said the communica¬ 
tion must be in a public 
forum or setting, mean¬ 
ing that a private letter 
wouldn’t be covered. 

He added that the 
term “identifiable group” 
doesn’t include people 
with physical or mental 
disabilities. 

“It’s limited to ... colour, 
race, religion, ethnic origin 
or sexual orientation,” Pen¬ 
ney said.

Firm announces layoffs, 
says some of affected 
tasks will go to supplier 
with operations in India 


Sears Canada is cutting 245 
mainly head-office jobs with 
some of the work being out¬ 
sourced to a firm with oper¬ 
ations in India, a senior spokes¬ 
person confirmed on Tuesday. 

The biggest group, con¬ 
sisting of 138 jobs, is in Sears’ 
information technology de¬ 
partment, said Vince Power, 
the national retailer’s vice- 
president of communications. 
Nearly 100 affected jobs are in 
finance and eight are in pay¬ 
roll, he added. 

The employees received lay¬ 
off notices on Monday and will 
be leaving at various times over 
the next six months, Power 
said. Some may find other 
work within Sears, he said. 

The announcement comes 
as more Canadian companies 
move their information tech¬ 
nology services to outside sup¬ 
pliers, many with operations 
outside the countiy. With 
Canada’s unemployment rate 
at 7.2 per cent, the loss of high- 
tech jobs has sparked outrage 
among some consumers. 

Sears said the move will 
ensure the company’s informa¬ 
tion technology services are 
more efficient and up-to-date, 
which is better for customers. 


IT outsourcing market 


$ 15 B 

The market for outsourced IT services grew 
to $15 billion in Canada last year, according 
to research firm IDC Canada. Much of the 
work remains in Canada, but offshore firms 
are winning a growing share, accounting 
for $3 billion worth last year. Such firms are 
handling everything from cheque processing 
to large databases, IDC says. 

“These days, to keep up to date 
with all the system investments 
you need to make, it’s not our 
core business. We’re leaving it 
to people we feel can do it more 
efficiently,” Power said. 

Some of the work would 
end up outside the country, 
he said. IBM has operations in 
India. “Certainly some of the 
work is going to be done out¬ 
side the countiy. That’s their 
business model,” Power said. 

Sears will continue to em¬ 
ploy hundreds of other people 
in its information technology 
department, he added. Employ¬ 
ees of dozens of other firms, 
especially in financial services, 
insurance and accounting, 
have contacted media outlets 
to say their companies are also 
sending high-tech jobs to India. 

But there is nothing illegal 
about it. Indeed, most Can¬ 
adian employers argue the 
move to suppliers in lower- 
cost countries is essential to 
remaining competitive in a 
global economy.

This weekend, as Simon Pegg 
and Nick Frost embark on an 
epic pub crawl in The World’s 
End, they are continuing a 
Hollywood tradition of rais¬ 
ing a glass in the movies. 

“Tonight, we will be par¬ 
taking of a liquid,” says Gaiy 
King (Pegg), “although we 
may return with a twinkle in 


our eyes, we will be in truth 
blind... drunk.” Pegg and pals 
add a sci-fi twist to their stoiy, 
but at its heart it’s a boozy 
comedy.

Tomatoes. Still, it is worth a 
look if only to see someone 
drink their way out of a vat 
of lager. 

In Barfly Mickey Rourlce 
plays Hemy Chinaslci, an al¬ 
coholic writer and alter ego 
to real life poet and “crown 
prince of self-abuse” Charles 
Bulcowslci. “Anybody can be a 
non-drunk,” he slurs. “It takes 
a special talent to be a drunk. 
It takes endurance.” 

He was so convincing in 
his portrayal that when Bu- 
lcowslci died The New York 
Post ran a picture of Rourlce 
from Barfly rather than a 
photo of the poet.

Every even moderately suc¬ 
cessful film — which would 
include Kiclc-Ass, which 
underperformed back in 
2010 — gets a sequel. But 
for the film’s young stars, 
doing the second one had to 
be about more than chasing 
dollars. 

“We had to find a reason 
to even come back here,” says 
Chloe Moretz, who returns as 
the 15-year-old purple-haired 
vigilante Hit-Girl. 

“What did we not see in 
the first film that we should 
see in the second? You saw 
Hit-Girl but you never saw 
Mindy Macready (Hit-Girl’s 
alter ego). You never saw the 
girl behind the mask.” 

In the film, Hit-Girl/ 
Macready, whose father 
(Nicolas Cage) died late in the 


first film, is forced to ditch 
her persona by her guardian 
(Morris Chestnutt) and ac¬ 
tually start going to school. 
Her new issues involve no 
longer being sure of who she 
is. 

“She watched her fa- ther 
burn in front of her and held 
him in his last moment,” 
Moretz explains. “But she 
doesn’t have anyone looking 
out for her except (Chest¬ 
nutt’s character) — and he’s a 
cop, the opposite of who she 
is. She doesn’t know what 
she’s doing.” For Aaron Tay¬ 
lor-Johnson, who’s reprising 
the role of Kiclc-Ass, a high 
schooler who inspired every¬ 
day citizens to dress up and 
fight crime, deciding to put 
on his character’s scuba suit 
again wasn’t easy. “I like to 
do a character, erase it and go 
do something else,” he says. 
“To go back to something and 
try to make it feel like the 
same person is a lot harder 
than it seems. Just getting 
back to that personality, the 
essence of that character — 
it did mess with my head a 
little bit.” 

Taylor-Johnson has 


changed dramatically in the 
last three years. For one, he 
has a new compound sur¬ 
name: He took the name 
of his wife, filmmaker Sam 
Taylor, who directed him as 
John Lennon in Nowhere Boy. 
They now have two kids. Play¬ 
ing a teenager again proved 
odd, although not as difficult 
as the horseplay. 

“There’s a lot more fight 
scenes in this movie,” he says. 
“I did more training: MMA, 
boxing, things like that. You 
just naturally wind up getting 
properly into shape. Then I’d 
go onto set and Chloe would 
kick the s— out of me.” 

The same difficulties 
plagued Moretz, particularly 
a one-on-one with a movie¬ 
stealing Amazonian baddie 
named Mother Russia (Olga 
Kurlculina). 

“We wanted it to be real¬ 
istic — seeing how much 
she could fight back. How 
could this tiny little martial 
artist crazy whiny girl real¬ 
istically fight back without 
being killed?” Moretz asks. 
“Obviously we fudged a lot of 
stuff. She isn’t a superhero. 
She’s a 15-year-old girl.”

“I think the scene I got most beat up during was with the van," Moretz explains. “The hy¬ 
draulics in the car were shaking so much that my rib cage was purple and blue. At one point 
they whipped too hard and I went sideways and the door shoved in. I couldn't breathe,” she 
says — with a laugh. All in a day’s work

When I travel, I’m always on 
the lookout for authentic local 
experiences to mix with golf. 
So I was thrilled to discover that 
at Vancouver Island’s Camp¬ 
bell River, the self-proclaimed 
“salmon fishing capital of the 
world,” you can tee it up and 
cast your line all in the same 
day. If you think making a bird¬ 
ie is fun, just wait until you ex¬ 
perience the kick of reeling in 
an 18-pound Chinook, then sav¬ 
ouring your fresh catch — and 
your fish tales — over dinner at 
the lodge. 

Teeing it up 

There’s plenty of great golf on 
Vancouver Island. The Vancou¬ 
ver Island Golf Trail maps out 
11 public play courses over a 
250 km route, from Victoria at 
the southernmost tip to Camp¬ 
bell River further up the island. 

For our first round, we 
played Crown Isle Resort in the 
Comox Valley, about 40 min¬ 
utes south of Campbell River. 
This Graham Coolce-designed 
course winds its way through 
an 831-acre golf community, 
presenting plenty of challenges 


— including 11 lakes — along 
the way. Remember to look up 
for stunning views of the Beau¬ 
fort mountains, and keep your 
eye out for local deer — they’re 
so accustomed to golfers that 
they’re not even phased by 
near-misses on the driving 
range. 

Storey Creek is a Les Fur- 
ber-designed gem in Camp¬ 
bell River. A beautifully treed 
course, each hole is separated 
from the others by the sur¬ 
rounding forests of red cedar 
and Douglas fir. Fair and fun to 
play, it reminded me of a clas¬ 
sic Stanley Thompson track, 
where risk-reward is the game 
but there’s always a safe way 
for a high handicapper to make 
it to the green. Storey Creek is 
one of ScoreGolf Magazine’s 
top 100 courses in Canada, and 
was awarded four stars by Golf 


Digest. 

Reeling them in 

Using local outfitters Oak Bay 
Marine Group, and with our 
expert guide Trevor Mahalelc 
in charge, we set out the next 
morning for a four-hour fishing 
trip from the lovely April Point 
Resort. 

With the outboard on our 
17-foot Boston Whaler at full 
throttle, we travelled south for 
about 20 minutes along the 
Discoveiy Passage, just off the 
coast of Vancouver Island near 
Campbell River. According 
to Mahalelc, there’s a natural 
funnel in this area, formed by 
the tides and the ocean topog¬ 
raphy, which creates an ideal 
environment for catching the 
big ones. 

Don’t worry if you’re new 
to fishing — your guide does 


all of the prep work and will 
give you a rundown on the 
best way to reel it in once 
you’ve got one on the hook. 
We were in good hands with 
Mahalelc — a guy who goes 
fishing in his off hours when 
he’s not working as a fish¬ 
ing guide. After he rigged 
our lines with a hoochie (its 
silver flashing movement 
under water attracts the 
salmon by giving the ap¬ 
pearance of a herring in dis¬ 
tress) and a blue meanie (a 
colourful lure with J-hoolcs 
attached), then secured our 
rods to the gunwale, we 
were ready to troll. 

It wasn’t long before the 
first strike and frenzy of activ¬ 
ity. Reeling it in quickly while 
keeping the tension on the rod 
— but not letting it bend too 
much for fear of the line break¬

ing, and occasionally letting the 
reel handle go to spin the line 
out and create more slack — 
took our full focus and energy. 
Under Mahalelc’s encouraging 
coaching and masterful work 
with the net, we successfully 
landed the first of four Chinook 
salmon, ranging from 10 to 18 
pounds. 

But before we reached our 
limit, there was one memor¬ 
able one that got away. 

Just as I was bringing the fish 
alongside the boat for Mahalelc 
to net, a wily seal popped out 
of nowhere and took both the 
fish and my line. I was stunned 
at the sudden turn of events, 
and briefly wrestled with both 
the salmon and seal at the end 
of my rod. But it was a losing 
battle — according to the local 
term, I’d been “sealed.” I didn’t 
get the fish, but I did come 
away with a whopper of a fish 
tale.

Politico pooches 

Washington, D.C., has several 
Kimpton hotels — and Kimp- 
ton has to be the most pet- 
friendly hotel chain ever. Of 
the less expensive D.C. prop¬ 
erties, Hotel Rouge’s location 
near Dupont Circle is an easy 
and pleasant walk from the 
White House and The Mall. Or, 
head to 15th and P to find bou¬ 
tiques, bars and restaurants. 
Kimpton’s nightly wine hour 
means you can enjoy a tipple 
while your dog is safely snooz¬ 
ing at your feet. The hotel has 
no size restriction and no pet 
fee in any of its properties, 


and water and pet snacks in 
the lobby is the norm. (From 
$169, rougehotel.com.) 

High-rolling hounds 

The Showboat went pet friend¬ 
ly in 2011, the first Atlantic 
City casino resort to do so. 
The property allows dogs 50 
pounds and less, and caps out 
at two dogs per room. Upon 
request, the hotel can provide 
treats, food, bowls and a bed. 
Just keep them away from the 
craps tables — dogs are not al¬ 
lowed on the casino floor or 
any public area. Though the 
bollards on the property look 
like hydrants, restrain your 
pooch until you get to the 
designated doggie bathroom 
location nearby (ask the door¬ 
man to point it out to you). 
(Humans: from $131; dogs: 
$60 per dog, per day, show- 
boatac.com.) 

Ivy League friends 

The Hanover Inn in Hanover, 
N.H., sits adjacent to Dart¬ 
mouth Green, a large old 
common surrounded by Dart¬ 
mouth College. This is where

Hanover is a very small 
town, but it’s great for people 
watching: Sit together on the 
Hanover Inn’s shaded porch, 
lined with quaint rocking 
chairs and watch the world 
go by. The Inn provides what 
just might be the most comfy 
dog beds ever, and bowls are 


available, too. (Humans: from 
$199; dogs: $50 onetime fee, 
hanoverinn.com) 

Posh pups 

Tucked off bustling Thames 
Street in downtown Newport, 
R.I. — but only minutes away 
from its restaurants, bars and 
stores — dog-friendly Vander¬ 
bilt Grace is a historic mansion 
hotel, which allows leashed 


pups in its public areas (except 
restaurants). Enjoy the hotel’s 
complimentaiy daily cham¬ 
pagne breakfast together in 
the walled garden or cocktails 
and dog biscuits on the roof 
deck. The garden is lovely — 
but make sure Fido doesn’t 
have an accident in it. For 
bathroom breaks, walk across 
the rear parking lot to Church 
Street. Vanderbilt Grace of¬ 


fers Sojos dog treats and Cain 
and Able dog bath collection 
for purchase on the Bespoke 
by Grace online check-in 
menu, and a dog package 
that includes bedding, bowl 
and arrival treats. (Humans:

Fall marks the start of a new 
school year, which means that 
it’s time to head back to cam¬ 
pus, attend as many welcome 
back parties as possible and 
even squeeze in some time for 
your classes. 

On top of all these prior¬ 
ities, you also need to be think¬ 
ing about your job hunt. 

Since you’re already busy 
studying, attending classes, 
writing assignments and man¬ 
aging your social life, adding 
one more thing to do could 
be overwhelming — unless 
you’re equipped with the right 
tactics. 

Figure out your path 

There’s a lot of competition in 
campus recruitment season, 
and the first step to success is 
deciding where your priorities 
he. 

To direct your energy in a 
productive fashion, you need 
to have an idea of the specific 
role (or roles) you’d like to 
explore in the future, as well 
as a set of employers you’d like 
to work for. 

The goal isn’t to figure out 
exactly what you want to do, 
but rather to help yourself 



tune out the opportunities you 
aren’t interested in to help you 
focus on finding a path to the 
ones you are. 

This isn’t just an abstract 
thought exercise. You’ll need 
to do some role- and company- 
specific research. Also consider 
touching base with friends or 
contacts who are currently 
employed in your industiy and 
chatting with them about the 
work they do to get a sense of 
the hands-on experience of a 
role. 

Set time aside 

The work doesn’t end once 
you know where you want 


to go. In order to excel in 
networking and recruitment 
sessions and prepare applica¬ 
tions that get you in front of 
the crowd, you’re going to 
need to log some prep time. 

While you might be lucky 
enough to have success early 
in the season, you should also 
remember that the application 
process can be lengthy. Even 
if you make a promising con¬ 
nection, you’ll have to keep 
exploring new opportunities 
while you’re waiting to hear 
back about ongoing efforts. 

You don’t want a busy 
recruitment session to 
overwhelm your studies, so 


it’s important that you plan 
your time well in advance. 
You’ll find things much more 
manageable if you put in a few 
hours at a time rather than 
cramming eveiything in at the 
last minute. 

Manage and adapt 

Even once you’ve figured out 
which career paths you want 
to explore and which events 
you want to attend, you’ll still 
need to be ready to adjust to 
challenges on the fly. 

Your academic, personal 
and recruiting schedules 
are going to be in constant 
competition as you explore 
your future opportunities and 
it will often be tempting to 
throw all of your energy in one 
direction at a time — or to let 
eveiything defer to the fun 
and social side of life. 

In order to temper this ten¬ 
dency while still putting your 
best foot forward, you’ll need 
to start being more rigorous 
with yourself in planning and 
execution. If you’re someone 
who fine-tunes eveiy last detail 
of an assignment or bums 
the midnight oil all weekend, 
you’re going to have to cut 
back on that behaviour. 

At the same time, don’t let 
your investment in recruiting 
season become your sole focus. 
Academic success is a key part 
of skill-building, and letting 
your academic record languish 
while you tiy and start your 
career may leave you feeling 
guilty later.

I’m a recent broadcast jour¬ 
nalism graduate. Before I’d 
completed my diploma, I was 
fielding employment offers 
and signed with Global Tele¬ 
vision News. At 19 years old, 
I’m the youngest news writer 
on staff. Was I the best or 
brightest journalism student? 
Absolutely not! 

Fresh out of high school, 

I was accepted into BCIT’s 
journalism program. Just 17, 

I was the youngest student 
and discovered the majority 
of my classmates possessed 
a post-secondaiy education. 
Some already held English 
and journalism degrees. The 
School of Broadcast Journal¬ 
ism accepts one out of four 
applicants. Despite screen¬ 
ing students beforehand, in 
my pod of 20 students, four 
dropped out within the first 
month. It quickly became 
clear that the program was 
designed to make or break. 
Yilces! I only had high school 
English and being a teen, 

I knew veiy little about 
politics, the economy and 
world issues — the hallmarks 
of good journalism. What on 
earth had I been thinking? 
How could I possibly survive? 

Were there times I wanted 
to quit? Absolutely. By the 
end of the program, just over 
half the students remained. 

I recognized then there are 
characteristics you need that 
cannot be taught. The ability 
to focus, work hard and 
persevere through difficulty. 
In the end, these traits serve 
you better in life than any¬ 



thing you’ll learn in college 
and are the traits employers 
seek. 

A university or college 
education comes with no 
guarantee of a job. Today’s 
graduates must approach 
their job search without a 
sense of entitlement. 

Although I carried a heavy 
course load throughout 
college, I volunteered my 
time as a writer and reporter. 
I loved volunteering and 
enjoyed many wonderful ex¬ 
periences which helped me 
grow both as a journalist and 
as a person. I never expected 
to receive anything in return 
or had the, “What’s in it for 
me?” attitude. I realized the 
students who fared best in 
securing employment were 
again not necessarily the best 
or brightest, but those who 
took it upon themselves to 
go beyond what was taught 
in school. They volunteered 
their time in the industiy, 
learning skills, gaining valu¬ 
able experience and making 
connections. The old adage 
is true, “You learn best by 
doing!” 

Upon reflection, what 
have my college years taught 
me? Perhaps the greatest les¬ 
son learned is knowing I still 
have so much to learn. Oh, 
and that old cliche actually 
is true, “It’s not the final 
destination, but the road 
travelled which will provide 
the adventure.”

It just seems right that a 
test drive of the Nissan 
Versa Note takes place in 
Montreal. 

In a region where fuel 
costs are among the high¬ 
est in Canada — somewhere 
around $1.50 a litre — small 
cars abound, especially those 
that are specifically shaped 
to maximize passenger and 
cargo space. 

The original Versa 
wagon — a 2007-model- 
year arrival — excelled on 
both counts. Paradoxically, 
its replacement, called the 
Versa Note, expands on that 
theme by actually shrinking 
in size, although not where 
it really counts. 

Nissan’s designers short¬ 
ened the Versa hatchback’s 
overall length by more 
than 15 centimetres (it’s 33 
centimetres shorter than 
the sedan) without reducing 
the distance between the 
front and rear wheels or 
the interior volume, which 
has actually increased 
slightly. 

Curtailing the size con¬ 
tributes to a new car that’s 
about 135 kilograms lighter 
than the retired 1,230-lcilo- 
gram wagon. 

That’s significant for any 
vehicle, but for the Note, 
it’s nothing short of mas¬ 
sive. The remaining body¬ 
work is similarly appeal¬ 
ing and makes the original 
Versa seem frumpy by com¬ 
parison. 

Both Versa sedan and 
Note wagon lead their re¬ 
spective entry-level categor¬ 
ies in cabin space, but the 
Note’s clever interior pack¬ 
aging gives it a clear advan¬ 
tage.

and expansive degree of 
head and legroom, along 
with comfortable, support¬ 
ive seats that put some 
other entry-point cars to 
shame. 

Like the sedan, the dash 
and door panels are on the 
plasticky side, but the fit 
and finish is generally sol¬ 
id and doesn’t seem out of 
place on a vehicle that em¬ 
phasizes a low base price. 

Fuel-economy wise, the 
Note rates at 6.1 1/100 1cm 
in the city and 4.8 on the 
highway.

Common issues

gears. Numerous owners 
have reported premature 
clutch wear, which isn’t 
covered by warranty 
— though this issue 
looks most prevalent in 
2010 models. This issue 
may stem from a faulty 
clutch master cylinder 
and lead to transmis¬ 
sion problems. Coax 
slippage from the clutch 
by applying full throttle 
at very low revs as a 
check. If any slippage is 
noted, move to another 
model. A full inspec¬ 
tion of the 3’s body and 
paint is also advised, in 
light of several reports 
of finishes and panels 
that are easily dented 
and paint that’s easily 
chipped. Some owners 
have reported failure of 
the Bluetooth module 
used to link their cel¬ 
lular phones, so be sure 
that’s in good working 
order, too. Other man¬ 
datory feature checks 
should include the 
cruise control and all 
steering-wheel mounted 
controls.

The more something weighs, 
the more energy it takes to 
move it. That’s a major issue 
for automakers, who need to 
reduce the weight of vehicles 
to improve fuel economy 
while still making cars that 
can pass crash standards. 

It’s even more of an issue 
for electric cars, because 
extra weight reduces how 
far they can go on a charge. 
BMW recently unveiled its 
upcoming i3 electric vehicle, 
which is made entirely of 
lightweight materials, includ¬ 
ing carbon fibre reinforced 
plastic, or CFRP. 

“Carbon fibre is based 
on aciylic fibre,” says Jorg 
Pohlman, managing director

“sews” the strands in parallel. 
“If it’s woven, (the fibres are) 
bent a bit and we lose materi¬ 
al properties,” Pohlman says. 
“This allows the engineers to 
put the layers in a form for 
the specific component.” 

From there, the carbon 
fibre is impregnated with 
resin and cured with heat and 
pressure. BMW uses a special 
resin that cures faster than 
usual, taking minutes instead 
of hours, and allowing the 


pieces to be mass-produced. 

Although carbon fibre 
components are ultra-light, 
they’re also very costly. Up 
until now, the material has 
been primarily used in ex¬ 
pensive sports cars, where 
its rigidity and weight im¬ 
proves the driving perform¬ 
ance. 


The i3 will start at 
$44,950 when it goes on sale 
in Canada next year. It uses 
CFRP for its modular pas¬ 
senger cell and roof, along 
with aluminum, which 
costs more than steel, for its 
chassis. But the trick to its 
mid-range price is the lith¬ 
ium-ion battery that powers 


its electric motor. Because 
the car weighs so little, the 
battery can be smaller and 
correspondingly cheaper. 
Since the battery is typically 
the most expensive com¬ 
ponent in an electric car, its 
lower price helps offset the 
cost of the car’s high-tech 
construction.

It’s the Cadillac of Cadillacs, 
so to speak. 

The new Elmiraj concept un¬ 
veiled by Cadillac last weekend 
in Carmel, Calif., during Pebble 
Beach Car Week, points to a 
new styling direction for the 
luxury brand, and represents 
another step on its path to add 
a new, range-topping level to its 
model line-up hierarchy. 

The Cadillac renaissance 
of late can be attributed to the 
introduction of great, distinct¬ 
ive cars, but also to aligning 
them more directly to the Ger¬ 
man luxury competition. For 
example, the CTS matches up 
perfectly against BMW 5 Ser¬ 
ies, Mercedes-Benz E Class, and 
Audi A6, while the new ATS 
matches up perfectly against 
the 3 Series, C Class and A4. So 
Cadillac is working on a new, 
big rear-drive platform that will 
spawn a contender to compete 
directly with the 7 Series, S 
Class and A8. That big new Cad¬ 
illac sedan is expected to show 
up sometime in 2015. The El¬ 
miraj styling concept is a vision 
of a possible two-door coupe 
based on that new platform. 

Elmiraj looks pretty cool to 
me. I’ve always loved “luxuiy 
coupes,” even though I rarely 
shop for them due to bank ac¬ 
count fluctuations beyond my 
control. 

There’s just something 
about a big car with just two 
doors — the heroic propor¬ 
tions, the assumption of a 
mega-engine, the statement it 
makes about the driver, some¬ 
thing like, “yes, there could be 
luxurious seats in the back for 
other people, but I’m not into 
that as much as I am into style 
and performance... you people 
will just have to make do.” 

Style tends to be exaggerat¬ 
ed on concept cars, but Elmiraj 
exudes a clean and mature 
vibe, which Cadillac said would 


be incorporated into future 
Cadillacs. 

Under the hood is a 4.5-litre 
twin-turbocharged V8 deliv¬ 
ering an estimated 500 hp. 
The V8 is noteworthy for shar¬ 
ing the same technology as 
the new twin-turbo V6 in the 
upcoming 420-hp CTS Vsport 
edition. Elmiraj also sports 
the new Vsport badge, which 
denotes it as an aboveaverage 
Cadillac sporting machine, but 
one slot less hot than V-Series 
editions. 

The interior is noteworthy 
for its use of “fallen” Brazilian 
Rosewood veneer. Brazilian 
Rosewood is hard to come by 
but is highly prized as a finger¬ 
board and tone wood for gui¬ 
tars. Elmiraj also debuts a new 
Cadillac crest. As the car, Cadil¬ 
lac says the new crest is just a 
concept, but an update is com¬ 
ing for sure. This version has 
no “wreath” around the shield, 
and the shield is flattened and 
streamlined. 

A production-ready Elmiraj 
and a sedan counterpart will be 
great news for Cadillac and for 
Cadillac aficionados, but some 
aficionados want Cadillac to go 
even higher, to build an epic 
“flagship” model that could 
stand toe-to-toe with any flag¬ 
ship on the planet, like it used 
to do back in the day, which 
means back in the 1920s and 
1930s. I say let’s just get a big 
grand coupe built something 
close to what this Elmiraj looks 
like right now. That would be 
epic enough.

Traditionally cars in the execu¬ 
tive segment, including the 
Audi A8, BMW 7-series and the 
Mercedes-Benz S-Class, have 
been designed as much for the 
passengers as the driver.

Safety technology will never 
be a glamorous topic. Not like 
design, or performance. Heck, 
even fuel economy sounds sexi¬ 
er than safety. 

But the dollars and lives 
saved because of advancements 
in safety are eveiy bit as valu¬ 
able and maybe even more so. 

High-tech sensors and 
cameras help today’s modem 
vehicles “think” and react on 
their own, giving them the abil¬ 
ity to anticipate, evaluate and 
avoid danger in a fraction of the 
time it would take a driver. 

This is a significant shift 
in safety thinking: preventing 
crashes in addition to surviving 
them. The focus had been on 
the number of airbags, rollover 
protection and safer structures, 
all good after a crash. Today, 
using technology to prevent 
crashes is the next part of the 
safety equation. 

Tired-driver warnings 

With each model year, our 
vehicles are learning more 
about us, which is perhaps the 
most important development 
when it comes to improving 
driver safety. Saab, Volvo, 
Nissan and Mercedes-Benz are 
a few of the top manufactur¬ 
ers that are using “changes” 
in a driver’s “personality” to 
recognize a potential problem. 
For example, Saab’s onboard 
computer system uses facial 
recognition technology to ana¬ 
lyze and determine if a driver 
is becoming drowsy behind 
the wheel. If the computer 
detects heavy eyes, changes in 
blinking patterns, or sagging 
facial muscles, an audible alert 


is sounded to revive the driver. 
Other systems track and log 
usual operating styles and alert 
a driver when those typical 
patterns are broken. 

Underneath airbags 

Front, knee, side, seatbelt — 
airbags are found everywhere 
inside our cabins today. But 
Mercedes-Benz is developing 
an airbag system outside the 
vehicle as an active piece to 
its safety system. Designed to 
help stop a vehicle in a much 
shorter distance than standard 
braking alone, this airbag 
deploys horn underneath and 
is lined with a carbon-fibre 
friction coating that acts as an 
anchor. According to Mercedes, 
it will double the vehicle’s 
stopping power. Positioned 
between the front axle and 
the body of the vehicle, the 
underbody airbag deploys only 
during emergency braking 
when sensors determine a 
collision is inevitable. Upon 
release, the airbag also lifts the 
car by about three inches to 
minimize the “dipping” action 
during heavy braking and im¬ 
prove the chance of bumper-to- 
bumper contact. 

Subaru EyeSight 

One of the more complete 
safety systems on the roadway 
today is found in the 2013 
Subaru Outback. EyeSight 
uses a camera mounted on 
each side of the rear-view 
mirror to monitor traffic and 
independently react and/alert 
to sensitive driving conditions, 
standing ready to proactively 
initiate an action if the driver 
does not. EyeSight manages 
an adaptive cruise control 
system that maintains a safe 
distance behind the vehicle 
you’re following. The system 
also features a lane-departure 
or lane-swaying warning alert, 
a pre-collision alert and a pre¬ 
collision emergency braking 
and throttle management 
system if the driver doesn’t re¬ 
spond to the audible warnings. 
Basically, the EyeSight system 
serves as a second set of eyes 


that will take control of the 
vehicle if the driver does not 
respond promptly enough to a 
dangerous situation. 


Centre airbags 

While airbags provide a cush¬ 
ion between the occupants and 
the vehicle itself, there’s little 
or nothing to protect occu¬ 
pants horn each other — and 
a thick sweater doesn’t count. 
In a side impact, for example, 


the typical shoulder belt allows 
the occupant on the far side of 
the impact to slide right out 
and catapult headlong into the 
person beside him or her. 
General Motors’ new centre 
airbag prevents this person-to- 
person contact, cutting instan¬ 
ces of head injuries and even 
death. It’s a fantastic creation 
that should see widespread use 
in the coming years. 

GPS vehicle tracking 

Pricey, but perfect for parents 
of young drivers and fleet-reli¬ 
ant businesses. These tracking 
devices retail for about $550 US 
and cany a subscription fee of 
about $40 a month. The GPS- 
based unit is compact — it can 
easily be moved and used in 
multiple rides — and updates 
the location of the sensor eveiy 
10 seconds. Internet access 
is all that is needed for live 
tracking. System preferences 
can be preset to send cellphone 
alerts if a speed threshold is ex¬ 
ceeded or if a vehicle enters or 
exits a certain area or address. 
The GPS tracker also serves as 
the perfect watchdog in the 
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Northgategm.com 


event of vehicle theft. 

Night vision 

This militaiy-style technology 
uses thermal imaging to detect 
trouble on or near the roadway 
well before the driver would 
ever see it. Sophisticated front- 
mounted cameras scan the 
roadway and produce real-time 
images on a dash-mounted 
monitor. This infrared view 
of the roadway provides a 
perspective the human eye 
and headlamps cannot. This 
valuable technology not only 
detects shredded tires, a run¬ 
away construction pylon, road 
kill or other debris, but more 
importantly, a wayward animal 
or pedestrian. 

Pothole detection 

Available in the new Lincoln 


MI<Z and MKS models, this 
nifty technology automatically 
adjusts suspension resistance 
to help maintain a smooth ride 
and guard against wheel/rim 
damage, punctured tires and 
alignment repairs. And to keep 
you in control of the vehicle. 
This system continually mon¬ 
itors road surfaces and sets 
the damping level to hard or 
soft based on driving condi¬ 
tions. The car’s computer rec¬ 
ognizes when a front wheel 
dips for a pothole, and it 
needs only two milliseconds 
to adjust the suspension to 
keep the wheel from sinking 
all the way into the crater. 
The system not only helps to 
absorb some of the force off 
of the front wheels but also 
readies the rear wheels for 
impact as well.
